Postofflce 'officials say that the con- 
cern has sold to investors at par value 
between 5-10,000,000 and 550,000,000 
of stock in various companies, most of 
which have gone out of existence or 
have become bankrupt. 


The warrants were Issued by United 


States Commissioner Shield and the 
ofllcers of the corporation were ar- 
rested and Its books 
and papers 


seized. 
The raid was 
planned by 


Postofflce 
Inspector 
Dickson, 
in 


charge of this district, and Postmaster 
General Hitchcock dnd Chief Postofflce 
Inspector Sharpe, who 
came 
from 


Washington to see that it was carried 
out successfully. 


The offlcers arrested were Sheldon 


C. IJurr, president; Frank H. Tobey, 
vice president, and Eugene H. Burr, 
secretary and treasurer. Arrests are 
expected to be made In Cleveland, 
Chicago, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, where the corporation has ex- 
tensive offices. 


Postofflce officials have hecn work- 


ing on the case for months.

dreds of complaints have been made 
against the corporation by Investors 
who charge that

swindled through false representations 
made to them concerning the profits 
that were being realized by those who 
put their money Into oil, timber, cop- 
per, lead, zinc and gold.

taken postofflce inspectors had to se- 
cure legal evidence as to the standing 
and affairs of the various companies 
which the Burr Bros, were promoting 
and which they alleged to the Invest- 
ors were operating to their fullest 
capacity and were paying dividends. 
The inquiry necessitated visits by gov- 
ernment experts to mines and other

of small towns where the people are struggling to keep up from 


three to half a dozen small churches. 


The buildings usually are greatly in need of paint and repaiis, 


hut that is Immaterial. Most of them are closed six days in the 
week, and when they are opened on Sunday they are cold and cheer- 
less. The people feel they must go to church once or twice on. Sun- 
day, but they are glad when they are able to leave the church and 
get back into the cheerfulness of their own homes. 


What ought to be done is to build union churches, or a church 


where ministers of different denominations could be asked to preach. 
•There ought not to be more thani one or two churches in any town 
of 300 to COO or 700 population. These churches could be kept In 
good repair all the time. They could be kept open every day in the 
week\ The funds wo'uld be sufficient for the organization owning the 
building to provide a clerk, who would have change of a library, 
which kepb, good books from the traveling libraries of the state, 
ivhere religious papers and books of all denominations could be 
found and read. There should be £ reading room, an Information: 
bureau, a sort of free employment bureau and a nursery. 


A church building often is considered as useful for only one thing 


the actual church service. 
This ought not to be. 'It ought to be 


kept open all the time and' useful and helpful institutions maintain- 
tained there for the benefit of the wayfarer and the inhabitants of 
the town. People ought to unite in religious matters as they do in 


everything else. 


The church is not accomplishing half what it was Intended for 


when it is kept closed six-sevenths of the time. What is the use of 
having half a dozen poor struggling churches in the small towns 
when one or two would be able to accommodate the people? And 
the work that could 'be -done with the extra funds would be simply 


wonderful. 


Why do people invest their money in a ,big building and then 


J.ct it lie idle almost all the time? Instead of having desolate and 
deserted buildings around a town, why not make these church build- 
ings into places of permanent and perpetual usefulness?
